JKSSI-P, Ga., Dec. U'T.-Two defenseless 


negro pris«nei-s were brutally 
murdered 


Thursday morning as an outcome of the riot 
on Christmas Day. 
About -' o'clock Thurs- 


day morning a small crowd attacked the 
jail. The floor was soon battered down and 
four men went inside. 
There wero piteous 


howls for a few seconds, a match was struck 
and four shots vu-rn tired. Peter Jackson, 
one of the negroes wounded Wednesday, was 
a corpse in one end of his evil. Across the 
little hallway the axes of the men smashed 
another door. Another match flickered for 


t 
a moment. 
Bill Hopps yelled for mercy. 


Kour more shots were fired. 
The party 


silently left the building, and in five minutes 
they were chatting pleasantly with the 
hussar*. 


In the trouble of Christmas and Christmas 


night three whites and three blacks were 
killed. 
Three 
more blacks are missing. 


What threatened at one time to be a general 
riot between the races resulted in the killing 
of six men, the wounding of perhaps ten, 
and the whipping of ...four notorious women. 
The dead are: Deputy Marshal Barnliill, 
William Wo,*!, Henry Anderson, Bil' Hopps 
icoioredi. Hill Fiuette (colored), 1'eto. Jack- 
son (colored). 
Those kno-.\n to bo wounded 


lire: William Wood (white), shot through 
the face: 
Frank Gordon (colored), shot 


through the right shoulder; Rnnz Schuler 
(colored), slight wound in left shoulder; John 
Wilson (colored), painful but not serious 
wound in the left arm. 


How the Trouble Commenced. 


The trouble grew out of a desire on the 


j-art of some lawless negroes to get revenge 
1'or theamst of the boy Kill Hopps, who 
was taken into cu-tody Monday afternoon, 
and for the killing of a negro a few weeks 
ago by Marshal Barnliill in an effort to make 
• n arrest. 
Old Sallie Hopps, the mother of 


Bill, an IS-year-old lad, swore Monday aft- 
ernoon that In'fore the Chri-tmas sun set in 
J-ssup she would have Barnliill killed. One 
of her n.ost active friends was Bob Brewer, 
one of the worst characters in Jessup. When 
Brewer became disorderly Marshal Leggett 
concluded that the opix.rtunity had come to 
capture him. So taking his deputy. Barn- 
hill, he started after him. Barnliill was 
away behind all of the rest, but while the 
others were parleying at long range with 
Brewer the deputy approached. 
Brewer 


recognized him, raided his Winchester and 
fired three times in rapid succession. 
Barn- 


bill fell dead in his tracks, shot through tho 
groin, the chest, and the head. 


Marshal I^eggett. Austin and Reddish re- 


turned the fire. Brewer and the other ne- 
groes retreated, firing a volley as they went. 
Among tho-e who came up about this time 
to assist the marshal were William Wood, a 
carpenter. 4-' years old, and his nephew, 
William Wood, a young man from Ridg- 
land, 8. C. 
These walked down by the side 


of the railroad track. When near the clump 
of oaks Brewer rose up and fired. Young 
Wood, who was in advance, fell dead. 
His 


uncle fired simultaneous with Brewer's sec- 
ond shot 
The white man's shot missed; the 


negro's did not. and his bullet went through 
Wood's cheek and head, producing a serious 
but not necessarily fatal wound. 


Old .Sallie Hopps' ,!,»-. 


After tbis exchange of shots the negroes 


crept through the wood- 
-.IK) yards to the 


edge of the swamp. 
By 1 o'clock :',M white 


men « ere in the swamp hunting for the fugi- 
tives. Now and then shots were excban-'ed 
at long range, but the desperadoes could not 
be overtaken. 
They had fled toward the 


Altamaha river. 


When the news of Barnhill's killing spread 


through Ji-5-siip Sallie Hop [« went out in 
front of her house, clap]>--d HIT hands, and 
thanked !«>ii that the deputy -Has dead. Her 
language was sprinkled with the vilest oaths. 
These actions inflamed th,- people, hundreds 
of whom, nrme-1 with rifl--.s, swarmed the 
streets. It now began to look as though 
further trouble would result. Up to this 
time not a single black had b -en hurt with 
the exception ot a tramp. 1'ete Jackson, who 
was shot on the edge of the swamp. 
He 


swore that he had nothing to do with Brew- 
er's crowd, but his ap]>c4trance in the swamp 
was .u-picioiisand he was sent to jail. His 
wound was not a bad one. 


Many Negroes Whipped. 


At 11 o'clock fifty men from Baxtry and 


other points on the railroad-, led by fifty men 
in and around Jessup divide I into three par- 
ties and started out to visit the houses of the 
blacks. In all thirty houses nere visited. 
Six bouses were merely searched for weapons 
and 
members 
of 
Breuer's 
gang and 


their 
occupants 
were not molested or 


abused. The first house v^itt-d was a large 
two-story 
frame tenement 
occupied by 


Sallie Hopps and ot er low characters. Just 
previously all the buggy whips in one store 
had been bought and distributed. The Hopps 
womanwasteirJ.lv whipped and told to 
leave the town nu 1 never return. Two 
other black wom'-n in the house \vere let off 
with a lighter whipping. 
Three men caught 


there were whipped. Iu the next house Bill 
Fleutte lived. 
Fleutt'- ami his wife and one 


Scbuyler and his wife, 
f right-'iicd half to 


death, cajne out. The ui-'n were ordered io 
hold up their hands. Schnyier said he had 
not lived in Jessup long and swore earnestly 
that he had nothing to do w:th tho Brewer 
gang. 


A Cold-Blooded Murder. 


"Put down your hands, "some one ordered. 


His hands fell, and the next moment a gun 
went off and Fleutt fell down. Schuyler, 
who stood within two feet of him, started to 
run, when a volley of shots were fired. 
Fluutt fell dejd with one bullet hole in his 
breast. 


Qne room in Hannah Walthour's house 


was riddled with bullets before she would 
open the door. Luckily for the inmates, 
they escaped from that room quickly. One 
bullet went through the footboard of a bed 
and buried itself in a pillow. Another bul- 
let went through the headboard of tho bed. 
Albert Harper, Dan Jacobs, and a man 
known as Calvin were rim out. Harper 
asked time to get his shoes. ''Never mind, 
you won't need them where you are going," 
was the reply. The women were left and 
the men were taken away. They have not 
\ «n seen since.

Forty of the Brunswick Blues, under Capt. 


Morrison, arrived at 2 o'clock Thursday 
morning. No more trouble i.s likely to occur. 
Brewer and his gang can escape if they do 
not choose to loaf around. 


The coroner held an inquest Thursday 


afternoon, and tho jury returned a verdict 
charging the negroes Brewer and Reyford 
with the murder of Marshal Barnhill and 
young Woods. As to the killing of the ne- 
groes in jail the jury returned a verdict of 
death by parties unknown.

It is barely possible that The Despatch is
